Hurricane 
Heads for 
East Coast 

Powerful Isabel expected to 
make landfall late this week 

MIAMI I Hurricane Isabel weakened slightly 
Sunday but still was a powerful Category 4 
storm as it plowed across the Atlantic Ocean 
on a course that could slam it into the cen- 
tral East Coast late this week. 

“It’s looking more and more likely that 
this is going to be a big event for the eastern 
United States,” National Hurricane Center 
meteorologist Eric Blake said Sunday. 

Isabel’s maximum sustained wind speed 
had fallen to 155 mph Sunday evening — 1 
mph below the minimum for Category 5. 

The storm was expected to turn toward 
the Carolinas on Monday, possibly making 
landfall Thursday or Friday. 

In Washington, D.C., officials were work- 
ing to acquire more sandbags, and planned 
additional meetings Monday, said Peter 
LaPorte, director of the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency. 

“We’re going to take a proactive approach 
Monday into Tuesday,” LaPorte said. “Then 
we’re going to pray.” (ap) 


Killing Arafat Called ‘Option’ 


RAM ALLAH, WEST BANK | The second-ranking 
official in the Israeli government said Sunday 
that killing Yasser Arafat is an option, as 
thousands of Palestinians took to the streets 
across the West Bank and Gaza Strip prom- 
ising to protect their leader. 

Israel blames Arafat for blocking peace 
efforts and preventing a crackdown against 
militants performing suicide bombings. 

Vice Prime Minister Ehud Olmert said 
Sunday killing Arafat is a possibility — along 
with expelling him or keeping him in a siege 


that would “isolate him from the world.” 

“Arafat can no longer be a factor in what 
happens here,” Olmert told Israel Radio. 
“Expulsion is certainly one of the options, 
killing is also one of the options.” 

Secretary of State Colin Powell said Israel 
would incite rage among Arabs and Muslims 
everywhere by exiling or killing Arafat. 

“The Israelis know our position quite 
well,” Powell said. “The United States does 
not support either the elimination of him or 
the exile of Mr. Arafat.” (ap)

Williams Shot Dead

stars Venus and Serena Williams was shot 
to death Sunday following a dispute in sub- 
urban Los Angeles, authorities said.

Voters OK 22 Amendments 

Texas voters approved all 22 con- 
stitutional amendments on a 
statewide ballot, including a heav- 
ily debated plan to limit medical 
malpractice and other civil law- 
suit awards. The vote was close on 
the lawsuit amendment, known as 
Proposition 12. With 99 percent of 
precincts reporting Sunday, 51 per- 
cent of voters favored it, while 49

Hot Water Systems Can 
House Legionnaires Germs 

Outbreaks of Legionnaires disease 
are often blamed on germs spew- 
ing from air conditioning systems 
in big buildings, but new research 
shows home hot water pipes can also 
be a common source of the disease. 
Legionnaires is a form of pneumo- 
nia caused by a bug that occurs 
naturally in water. The latest work 
suggests the bacteria often grow in 
the slimy gunk lining residential hot 
water pipes, and home water may 
be responsible for about 20 percent

INDIANAPOLIS | Newly sworn-in

Officials don’t know 
how long $87 billion 
allotment would last 

WASHINGTON | Vice President Dick 
Cheney hinted Sunday that the 
Bush administration would seek 
more money than the $87 billion 
already requested to pay mainly 
for postwar costs in Iraq. 

He also said the administration 
does not know when the U.S. mili- 
tary presence in Iraq will end. 

Amid a rising U.S. casualty 
count in Iraq and 
continuing attacks 
and other resis- 
tance, the admin- 
istration has faced 
criticism for its 
postwar strategy. 

Democratic presi- 
dential candidates and others have 
said too little planning was done 
on how to rebuild the country and 
how to pay for it. 


The White House says it will 
soon ask Congress to approve the 
$ 87 billion for military and recon- 
struction activities both in Iraq and 
in Afghanistan, with the bulk of the 
request earmarked for Iraq. 

Asked on NBC’s “Meet the 
Press” if that would be the final 
such request, Cheney replied: “I 
can’t say that. It’s all we think we’ll 
need for the foreseeable future, for 
this year.” Jennifer loven (ap) 


CHENEY ON TERRORISM

Poll finds increased 
support for governor 
among Californians 

LOS ANGELES | Former President 
Clinton railed against the guber- 
natorial recall campaign Sunday 
in an effort to energize California 
Democrats increasingly hopeful 
they can defeat the attempt to oust 
Gov. Gray Davis. 

Clinton mixed Scripture with 
politics in his 40 -minute address 
during a midmorning service at the 
First African Methodist Episcopal 
Church in Los Angeles, the city’s 
oldest black congregation. 

He repeated the Democrats’ 
theme that the Oct. 7 recall elec- 
tion is part of a right-wing power 
grab, and said removing Davis could 
scare officeholders away from mak- 
ing difficult choices. 

Clinton’s appearance came a 
day after state Democrats held an 
emergency meeting to address their 
campaign strategy, re-emphasizing 


their opposition to the recall while 
endorsing Lt. Gov. Cruz Bustamante 
to replace Davis in case voters decide 
to remove the governor. 

Democrats have been buoyed 
by two recent developments: 
Bustamante and Davis appeared 


together Saturday for the first time 
since Bustamante announced his 
candidacy; and a Los Angeles Times 
poll found Californians almost even- 
ly split on whether they wanted to 
recall Davis, after weeks of stronger 
support for his ouster, bethfouhy(ap) 


Mold Growth Plagues 
New England Schools 


Cash-strapped districts 
face delayed openings, 
massive clean-up bills 

SPRINGFIELD, MASS. | Ithasfoulcd 
carpeting, crawled over ceiling 
tiles and slimed books and bulle- 
tin boards in schools from Maine 
to Rhode Island. 

An unprecedented mold out- 
break, following the region’s rainy, 
humid summer, has also delayed the 
opening of school for thousands of 
youngsters across New England 


and left some districts with six- 
figure cleanup bills. 

More than 50 schools in 
Massachusetts alone reported mold 
problems after districts began clean- 
ing their buildings in August. 

The tiny spores, nurtured by a 
soggy and steamy July and August, 
also have vexed homes and other 
buildings across the Northeast. 

Household bleach will remove 
mold from hard surfaces, but clean- 
ing other materials is an expensive 
task for districts already strapped 
for cash, trudy tynan (ap) 


Analysts: Fed 
Won’t Cut Rates 

WASHINGTON | Even though U.S. 
companies are reluctant to hire 
workers, the economy over the sec- 
ond half of this year is expected to 
grow at the fastest pace since 1999.

NASA Plans Fiery 
End for Galileo 

PASADENA, CALIF. | NASA plans 
to crash its $1.5 billion Galileo 
spacecraft into Jupiter on Sunday 
to make sure it doesn’t accidentally 
contaminate the giant planet’s ice- 
covered moon Europa with bacte- 
ria from Earth. 

The heat generated as it streaks 
through the atmosphere will vapor- 
ize the nearly 3,000 -pound Galileo 
and any microbes that may have 
been stowaways on the spacecraft 
since its 1989 launch. 

Europa, a planet-sized moon, is 
widely believed to have the most 
promising habitat for extraterres-

Israel Backs Off 
Plan for Barrier 


Sharon decides not 
to fence in some 
W. Bank settlements 

JERUSALEM | Prime Minister Ariel 
Sharon has decided not to build, 
for now, a section of Israel’s secu- 
rity barrier that would have dipped 
deep into the West Bank to incor- 
porate Jewish settlements, security 
officials said Sunday. 

The planned route of the barri- 
er had enraged Palestinians, who 
saw it as a land grab, and drew stiff 
opposition from the U.S. 

The security barrier between 
Israel and the West Bank is enor- 
mously popular in Israel after three 
years of violence in which hundreds 
of Israelis have been killed by sui- 
cide bombers. Attackers have been 
able to drive or even walk in to Israel 


from the West Bank. No bombers 
have come from the Gaza Strip, 
which is fenced in. 

The issue is complicated by the 
presence of some 220,000 settlers 
in about 150 settlements in the West 
Bank. Sharon, a longtime patron of 
the settlers, has been looking for 
ways to leave as many of them as 
possible on the “Israeli” side of the 
barrier, which would need to snake 
in and out of the area as a result. 

President Bush has called the 
planned barrier a problem, and 
the United States has urged Israel 
not to prejudice future peace talks 
by building a barrier that diverges 
significantly from the border that 
existed before the 1967 war in which 
Israel seized the West Bank from 
Jordan. The Palestinians demand 
the West Bank and Gaza for a future

Swedes Reject 
Euro in Wake of 
Official’s Death 

STOCKHOLM, SWEDEN I Swedes 
rejected adopting the euro by a wide 
margin, dashing government hopes 
the nation would take up the com- 
mon currency in a Sunday referen- 
dum overshadowed by the killing of 
Foreign Minister Anna Lindh. 

With 97 percent of Sweden’s pre- 
cincts counted, 56.3 percent of the 
more than 5.4 million ballots cast 
were against replacing the krona 
with the euro. 

The Swedish rejection of the euro 
is a blow to the common currency 
and European integration. It also 
provides a boost for euro opponents 
in Britain and Denmark, which still 
use their own currencies. 

Wednesday’s attack on Lindh 
came during the final stages of 
campaigning on whether Sweden 
should join the European Monetary 
Union. Police on Sunday released 
pictures of a possible suspect, but 
have made no arrests, (ap)

Speaks of ongoing risk 
after roadside bomb 
kills U.S. soldier 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I U.S. Secretary of 
State Colin Powell said Sunday he 
is convinced “the winds of free- 
dom are blowing” across Iraq but 
acknowledged the possibility that 
terrorists are trying to make their 
way into the country and sabotage 
the process toward self-rule. 

On his first visit to the nation 
that has dominated his attention 
since the early days of the Bush 
administration, Powell said the 
United States is committed to 
having Iraqis run their govern- 


ment, but wants to cede power 
after a “deliberative process” rath- 
er than the early transfer advocat- 
ed by some fellow members of the 
U.N. Security Council. France has 
pressed for seating a provisional 
government within a month. 

“The worst thing that could hap- 
pen is for us to push this process too 
quickly,” he said. 

Powell acknowledged that the 
security situation remains chal- 
lenging, with a major new threat 
coming from “terrorists who are 
trying to infiltrate into the coun- 
try for the purpose of disrupting 
this whole process.”

Differences over farm

CANCUN, MEXICO I Talks designed to 
change the face of farming world- 
wide collapsed Sunday amid dif- 
ferences between rich and poor 
nations, the second failure for 
the World Trade Organization in 
four years.

TEHRAN, IRAN I Iranian officials gave 
conflicting information Sunday as 
to whether Tehran will continue 
cooperating with the U.N. nucle- 
ar watchdog. The Vienna-based 
International Atomic Energy 
Agency on Friday passed a resolu- 
tion giving Iran an Oct. 31 dead- 


line for proving its nuclear programs 
are peaceful. 

“The nature of our cooperation 
with IAEA is under consideration,” 
Foreign Ministry spokesman Hamid 
Reza Asefi said. 

He did not say what Iran’s next 
step would be nor whether the coun- 


try was considering withdrawing 
altogether from the Nuclear 
Nonproliferation Treaty. But Ali 
Akbar Salehi, Iran’s chief IAEA del- 
egate, told the state-run Iran daily 
that Tehran’s cooperation with the 
agency will continue as before. “It 
is by no means the time for quick 
reactions,” he said in an interview 
published Sunday, (ap) 


Estonia Says Yes 
To Joining EU 

TALLINN, ESTONIA I Estonians voted 
Sunday to join a historic expansion 
of the European Union, fulfilling 
what once seemed an unattainable 
dream for the small Baltic state. 

The supporters of joining the 
globally powerful economic bloc 
had 67 percent of the vote, accord- 
ing to results from nearly all poll- 
ing stations. 

With this vote, eight of 10 
nations invited to become new 
members of the European Union 
next year have approved referen- 
dums endorsing the move. 

In recent months, Estonian opin- 
ion polls had suggested lukewarm 
support for membership, raising the 
possibility Estonians would snub the 
powerful European bloc, (ap) 


BALTIC TURNAROUND 

Entry in the EU has been a goal 
since Estonia regained indepen- 
dence after the 1991 collapse of 
the Soviet Union. 

Twelve years ago, Estonia’s 
economy was in free-fall, with 
annual inflation topping 1,000 
percent. The government 
implemented radical econom- 
ic reforms, and since regaining 
independence, inflation has fall- 
en to just below 5 percent.

Struggling with a deficit and a decline in 
visitors, Williamsburg makes cuts, opens spa

That kind of scene happens 
often at Colonial Williamsburg, 
the restored 18th-century capital 
of Virginia, where costumed work- 
ers take visitors back to America’s 
formative days. It’s just not happen- 
ing quite as much as it used to. 

With declining attendance and a 
$35 million deficit, the nation’s larg- 
est living history museum is laying 
off nearly 400 of its 3,500 employ- 
ees and cutting programs. 

Officials at the private, nonprofit 
foundation that operates Colonial 
Williamsburg blame the weak 


economy, lingering fears of terror- 
ism since the Sept. 11 attacks, less 
focus on Colonial history in schools 
and rainy weather this year. 

Industry observers say Colonial 
Williamsburg also maybe battling 
the perception that it’s, well, boring, 
thus losing thrill- seeking potential 
visitors to livelier sorts of entertain- 
ment, such as amusement parks. 

“All of this is not a picnic,” 
acknowledged Colin G. Campbell, 
president of the Colonial 
Williamsburg Foundation, which 
receives no regular state or federal 
funding. But “the process we’re in 
is not a process in which we’re try- 
ing to make sure that this survives. 
It’s a process to make sure it thrives 
and is all it can be.” 

Attendance had been declin- 
ing since 1995, when there were

Hollywood steps 
inside the Beltway 
with ‘K Street’ 

TELEVISION I At a bus Stop on K 
Street, a banner ad promotes an 
HBO show about lobbyists and 
consultants. The ad features a 
rain-splattered car with a side- 
mirror view of the Capitol, and 
promises a look at “politics from 
the inside out.” 

The show, which debuted Sunday 
night, has attracted the Washington 
equivalent of buzz. And prominent 
Washingtonians are clamoring for 
cameos. 

The ubiquitous husband- and- 
wife team of Democrat James 
Carville and Republican Mary 
Matalin play themselves on the 
show. Michael K. Deaver, the king 
of backdrops for the Reagan admin- 
istration, helped come up with the 
concept. Washington is filled with 
talk about who else might be vali- 
dated by Hollywood’s cameras. 

The advent of a television series 
in which each week’s script is inter- 


spersed with actual news footage is 
a new twist on reality TV. 

“The courtiers have become 
more important than the kings 
— Carville, Matalin, George 
Stephanopoulos — they’re all thriv- 
ing,” said Christopher Buckley, a 


satirist and arch observer of 
Washington culture. 

To James Christian, who has 


been a lobbyist since 1977, the art 
of peddling influence requires more 
than abackslapping encounter at a 
cocktail party. It takes incremental 
attention to minutia, and that has 
never made for great television. 

“I assume this will not be an 
anthem of praise,” said Christian, 
who works at the lobbying firm 
Patton Boggs. “But this is a pret- 
ty serious business, actually. It’s 
people doing research, writing 
memos, trying to figure out tech- 
nical issues.” 

Well, sure. But talk to lobbyists 
in Washington and it isn’t long 
before you hear stories that would 
make any television series crackle 
with drama.

side the Beltway really knew what 
we were doing, there would be

Offbeat guidebooks 
take tourists to 
unexpected places 

BOOKS I They run the gamut from 
cheap and tacky to mildly amus- 
ing to downright peculiar. You don’t 
usually find them in American 
Automobile Association tour 
books; they’re not rated and they 
come with no guarantees. 

They’re the offbeat tourist 
attractions, and most states have 
plenty of them. 

Darwin, Minn., has the “world’s 
biggest ball of twine.”

Voice of America 


Johnny Cash’s music 
has been stilled, but 
his legacy lives on 

APPRECIATION | Because Johnny 
Cash had been in and out of the 
hospital with such regularity in 
recent years, we all should have 
been ready for the news of his 
death Friday morning. 

Still, it hit hard. 

This voice of the American expe- 
rience for a half-century seemed as 
indestructible as a national monu- 
ment. He certainly was a national 
treasure. 

Cash, whose deep baritone 
had overwhelming character and 
authority, seemed born with the 
natural compassion and curiosity 
of an artist. He rewrote the rules 
about what a country artist could 
wear (no sequins) and whose work 
he could cover (everyone’s from 
Bob Dylan to Bruce Springsteen). 
He sang about railroads. Native 


Americans, convicts, the working 
man and God. 

Cash wrote some classic songs 
himself, including “Folsom Prison 
Blues” and “I Walk the Line,” but he 
also had a great ear for other writ- 
ers and he loved nothing better than 
opening his house to them. 

He would sit with writers, from 
Dylan to Haggard, for hours. They 
knew that a nod from Cash meant 
more than a Grammy. 

During an interview last fall. 
Cash was so weak from a series of 
illnesses that he had to stop talk- 
ing every few minutes to catch 
his breath. His eyesight also was 
severely limited, but he hadn’t lost 
his desire to make music. 

He even picked up a guitar and 
sang some gospel tunes that he 
wanted to record, and he found 
the energy to finish the songs. 


In the end, the music wasn’t 
enough. His wife, June Carter 
Cash, who helped him overcome 
drug dependency in the ’70s and 
collaborated with him, died in May. 
He missed her too much. Now, we

Mutually 

Dissatisfied 


I was recently hired as an “inde- 
pendent contractor,” which means I 
have no benefits and will have to do 
my own taxes. How much of a per- 
centage of my paycheck should go 
toward taxes? And how often will I 
have to pay — once a year in April 
like everyone else? 

You’re not going to like my 
answer, but you need to get your- 
self to a tax person right away. As 
an independent contractor you’re 
essentially a small business with one 
employee — you. Our tax system is 
a pay as you are paid system. You 
may need to pay your taxes quarter- 
ly, unlike everyone else. How much 
will depend on your tax bracket, 
deductions and so forth. 

I just opened a money market 
account with an FDIC-insured 
Internet bank. I researched it 
inside and out, and I think my 
money is safe. Would you trust 
your funds in an Internet bank? 

I haven’t read or heard anything 
that says a federally insured Internet 
bank is anything but safe. 

I don’t have kids, but I’m close to 
nieces, nephews and children of 
family friends. Is there a good way 
to give them funds for college? 

Look into putting money in a 
529 plan. If you use the Maryland 
529 plan, you get a tax deduction 
of $2,500 per account. 


Investors try not to 
get burned again by 
their fund companies 

F u N D S I After last week’s charges by 
New York Attorney General Eliot 
Spitzer that Banc One, Janus, 
Strong and Bank of America’s 
Nations Funds allowed a hedge 
fund to make illegal trades, inves- 
tors understandably want to know 
how to protect themselves. But 
there’s little they can do to guar- 
antee they’re not buying into fund 
companies that have questionable 
ethics. 

One suggestion is that investors 
avoid faddish sector funds, especial- 
ly if they are sizzling. The thinking is 
that the hotter the fund, the bigger 
the potential profits and the more 
likely companies will be tempted to 
give bigger investors an advantage 
over smaller ones. 

Eric Tyson, author of “Mutual 
Funds for Dummies,” recommends 
investors keep a list of fund compa- 
nies that have been implicated in 
unethical or illegal dealings, and use 
it when considering a fund. 

Of course, “a week ago, you 
would have included Janus, Bank 
of America and Strong among those 
you could trust,” said Don Phillips, 
managing director of fund tracker 
Morningstar Inc.

FundAlarm.com, said he plans to 
take action, possibly by putting a 
database of fund scandals on the 
Web site as early as next month. 

Shareholders of the funds oper- 
ated by the four firms should pay 
close attention to how the compa- 
nies react, Phillips said. Bank of 
America, for example, said Nations 
Funds’ independent trustees will 
hire an outside firm to figure out 
if shareholders lost money. 

Spitzer said his investigation 
was ongoing and it was “a near 
certainty” that other mutual and 
hedge fund companies would be

The Other Paper Chase

irresistibleto thieves, so controlled delivery and jumbo rolls were born. 


Workers have had 
enough of having 
too little toilet tissue 

AMENITIES I By4:06p.m. on August 
19, Reva Revis had had enough. Or, 
to be more precise, she had had too 
little. 

The 3 6 -year- old director at a 
carpeting manufacturer in Chicago 
visited the restroom earlier in the 
day and customarily struggled to 
loosen a few sheets of toilet paper 
from the stainless steel dispenser. 
One of its two rolls had descended 
prematurely and jammed the con- 
traption. At best, both rolls turned 
slowly like clock gears. And the end 
of the roll was nowhere in sight. “It 
was impossible,” she fumes. “There 
was nothing to tug.” 

Feeling as if she had suffered 
long enough in silence, she sent an 
e-mail to six friends and colleagues 
exhorting them to action. 

“Should we start a ‘move- 
ment,’” she wrote that afternoon, 
“and demand that our landlords do 
something about it? Or at least send 
someone to do a tutorial?” 

She quickly received voice mails 
and e-mails from people reporting 
from as far away as Atlanta on the 
performance of toilet-paper dis- 
pensers. Friends understood her 
point: “There is very little activity 
in the ladies’ room or men’s room 
that two squares can accommo- 
date,” she says. 


In a place where employees 
should be able to put their wor- 
ries momentarily behind them, 
they have to engage in an undig- 
nified tug of war with an obstinate 
dispenser. These armored devices 
provide an unsatisfying customer 
experience and the distinct feeling 
that someone, somewhere is laugh- 
ing about this. And for what? The 
kind of paper as absorbent and silky 
as a roof shingle. 

Many building owners and man- 
agers like it that way. Answering 
their needs, the dispenser industry 
engineered a stingy feature called 
“controlled delivery,” which pro- 
vides resistance and ensures that 


restroom regulars get as little toilet 
paper as possible. It’s landlords, not 
employers, who are the tightwads 
this time. To some, we are thieving, 
angry toilet-paper marauders. 

“There’s always a little bit of lar- 
ceny in all human beings,” explains 
Michael V. Terzano, a former jani- 
tor who is vice president of build- 
ing services at an office -building 
management company. Though he 
hasn’t seen much firsthand theft, he 
concedes it’s a longstanding indus- 
try problem. 

Controlled delivery was ham- 
pered to some degree in 1990 by 
the Americans with Disabilities 
Act, which stipulates that “the 


force required to activate controls 
shall be no greater than 5 Ibf,” or 
pounds of force. But the law doesn’t 
apply to nonwheelchair- accessible 
toilets, industry executives say, and 
pre-1990 dispensers abound. 

The effect of controlled delivery 
is at the top of the list of gripes about 
public restrooms. According to data 
compiled by Toiletpaperworld.com, 
an empty dispenser is the biggest 
bummer at 33 percent. Right behind 
that is when the tissue breaks or 
stops before the desired amount is 
dispensed, at 23 percent. Standards 
have gone down since 1391, when 
China’s Bureau of Imperial Supplies 
produced 2 -by- 3 -foot sheets for 
emperors, the site says. 

Dan Silk, vice president of mar- 
keting at Georgia-Pacific, one of the 
world’s largest makers of paper prod- 
ucts and accessories, says the United 
States consumes more paper prod- 
ucts per capita than any other coun- 
try. Citing 2002 American Forest 
& Paper Association figures, he 
says that 592,700 tons of bath tis- 
sue were consumed in commercial 
restrooms. The company estimates 
that controlled- delivery devices pro- 
vide landlords a cost savings of up 
to 20 percent. Silk says. 

That doesn’t sit well with people 
like Revis. When she discovered the 
cost- cutting feature, she wondered 
what could be the point. “You even- 
tually need to take as much toilet 
paper as you need,” she says, jared

ATTIRE I A survey found that “no 
jeans” topped the list of employ- 
ee-attire changes bosses would 
like to see. 

Many of the other complaints 
were the kind teens hear from 
their parents, but they point to a 
desire among employers to see the 
work force adopt more conserva- 
tive fashions to project a profes- 
sional image. 

“No tight or revealing clothing,” 
“wear suit jackets,” “dress more for- 
mally” and “no sweats, shorts or 
capri pants” made the dress code 
wish list. Bosses also want to see 


workers wearing actual shoes rath- 
er than sandals of the flippy rub- 
ber variety. 

The June research was conduct- 
ed for No Nonsense, part of Kayser- 
Roth Corp., a North Carolina-based 
legwear maker, and involved 150 
CEOs and 1,003 adults. 

Workers seemed receptive, with 
69 percent saying they wouldn’t have 
a problem if their company adopted 
a policy on professional attire. Three 
of four said they’d abandon casual 
workplace dress entirely if it meant 
better pay and career advancement.

DNA EVIDENCE

In 1993 KIRK BLOODSWORTH became 
thefirst person freed from death row 
dueto DNA evidence. Prosecutors 
this month charged a new suspect, 
Kimberly Shay Ruffner, in the rape and 
murder of9-year-old Dawn Hamilton. 
Bloodsworth now works with the 
Justice Project, an organization work- 
ing for criminal justice reform. 


Take us back to 1993 and how you 
came to be exonerated by DNA evi- 
dence. How hard of a struggle was 
that? 

It was an unbelievable turn of 
events. I knew I was innocent all 
along, but the state really hedged 
on everything. ... After all that 
time, from 1993, the state’s attor- 
ney said, “We are not prepared to 
say Mr. Bloodsworth is innocent, 
but if we’d had this evidence in 
1984 we would not have pros- 
ecuted him.” It’s ridiculous. They 
ruined my life. 

Why do you think the jurors in your 
trial didn’t see the holes in the 
prosecution’s case? 

I believe the prosecutors were 
certainly less than honest with the 
public with a lot of things. They 
could have had this evidence as 
early as 1984. It’s not gamesman- 
ship to play with these peoples’ 
lives. I don’t think we should be in 
a position to execute people on evi- 
dence as slim as inconsistent IDs. 
... Do not just accept what people 
say. That’s just their view and not 
necessarily the truth. 

How well did you know Kimberly 
Shay Ruffner? 

Well, I didn’t much about him. I 
do know that we were in the same 
[prison] together and I gave him 
library books. ... He has a right to 
a fair trial. Somebody has to take 
that stance. The case has not yet 
been litigated so I won’t discuss 
Mr. Ruffner because I just want to 
discuss the positive here. But if he 
is convicted, we’ll do this again.
